CHARNOCK ESTATE 
FOUR HEIRS-AT-LAW. 


Adopted Daughter of Brother of 
Dead Man Has no Collateral Inher- 
itance Rights, According to Decision 
of Judge Rivese—Woman Loses 
Forty Thousand Dollars. 


Judge Rives yesterday denied the 
petition of Laura E. Charnock, for a 
partial distribution of the estate of 
John J. Charnock, and decided that 
under the laws of California the peti- 
tioner was not entitled to a one-fifth 
share in the property, as the adopted 
daughter of Charles Charnock, who 
died October 18, 1907. 

The four heirs of the $200,000 estate 
left by John J. Charnock ere Julia 
M. Ruth, George Charnock, Edward 
Fieming Charnock and Constance 
Dutton Green, and under the order 
of the court, Chester R. Smead, the 
executor of the estate, has already 
distributed $24,000 in cash to each of 


Laura FE. Charnock, who lives on 
Boyle Heights, in, a home provided 
for her by her “Uncle” John, brought 
an action to secure a one-fifth inter- 
est in the estate. The court held that 
the matter of adoption was a contract 
between the parties, and that under 
the law she could not inherit any 
paft of an estate that came to her 
ee through one of his rela- 
ives. 

Laura Charnock was adopted by 
Charlies Charnock, at Independence, 
lowa, in November, 1873, and up to 
the time of the death of John J. 
Charnock was in receipt of substan- 
tial financial aid from the rich old 
man whom she always called “Un- 
cie,” and who recognized her in his 
will, signed in January, 1909, as his 
“neice.”. In that document he says: 
“I appoint Chester fi. Smead, guar- 
dian of my brother, Edward Fleming 
Charnock, and also for my § neice, 
Laura E. Charnock.” 

At the hearing in behalf of the ap- 
lication that has just been denied, 
t was shown that Laura E. Charnock 
was regularly adopted under the laws 
of the Btate of Iowa in force at that 
time, and it was argued that she 
should inherit through her  foster- 
father, Charlies Charnock, the same as 
if she had been his natural heir. 

The unds alleged in behalf of 
Miss Charnock were: First, that it 
was the intention of the testator, as 
expressed in his will, that Laura E. 
Charneck should inherit that portion 
of his estate to which she would be 
entitled had she been tie natural 
daughter of Charlies Charnock, aside 
from any right that she might have 
as an heir at law; second, that she 
was entitled to inherit under the law 
by right of representation. 
All of these contentions were decided 
against the petitioner, by the court, 
and the estate of John J. Charnock 
will now be divided into four portions 
instead of five, and the foster-daugh- 
ter of Charlies Charnock, brother of 
the testator, gets nothing. If Miss 
Charnock had won her case, it would 
have meant not less than $40,000 to 
her.

and concret we have not gone about 
getting the efits In the right way. 
‘This is no argument against suf- 
frage. It simply means that most 
women have not had enough to do with 
lities and with government to know 
these things are accomplished, 

My plan is to put this as much on a 
business basis as you wovld a lawsuit. 
I consider the women of the State as 
}clients who have a desperate case, and 
yet an easy’one to wir if they are 
represented by intelligent counsel. 
“Mr. J. H. Brawley has gone about 
the organization of a men’s club for 
women’s suffrage in a business like 
manner and I think that -he women of 
the State cannot possibly hold his ef- 
forts in too great appreciation. We 
ought to follow his example. If need 
be. we ought to study the methods of 
other big interests when they desire 
to see a law enacted. Half the battle 
In & ease of this kind is the way you 
£0 about it and, although I am satis- 
fied that nine-tenths of the men are 
willing that we should be enfranchised. 
I do not see a ghost of a show for our 
securing this privilege unless we are 
very definite and direct In the steps we 


take.
